I tried out the soya dishes on my 
fam!ly at home, with a quite 
favourable reaction, although per- 
sonally I think they would be more 
ated to occasional picnic use 
than regular home use, For one 
thing, they are not all that cheap, 
especially compared with dishes 

ou can make at home from the 
dried 8,V.P. chips and shnitzels. 

For instance, @ tin of Mat'am 
Vegetarian Stuffed Cabbage sella’ 
for 115.90 at Superaol, and con- 
tains about four large cabbage 
rolls, The flavouring in all the new 
Mat'am products is quite spicy. 
There is ravioli at 14,90 a tin, 
goulash (with chunks of aoya) for 
15,50. In smaller ting, there is a 
mock-liver spread at 1L3.20, and a 
mock-flsh salad (the least 
successful of the ‘Jot, in my opl- 
nion) at the same price. 

The tinned vegetarian line from 
Hafetz Haim was developed not so 
much for the local market as for 
export to the United States, partly 
in response to the fact that the 
American health authorities do 
not permit the import of tinned 
moat products. Two main 
markets are seen in the U.S. — the 
vegetarian populaton there, and 
the Orthodox Jewish population, 
attracted by Hafetz Haim's label, 
hasher U'mehadrin (ultra or glatt 
kosher). : 

Mat'am is also producing ita 
new vegetarian foods for the 
Israel) Army, primarily 85 fleld 
rations.

Shabbat revolt 


A SHABBAT Inthe army reserves 
is not a pleasant affair. Those 
forced to stay on hand lounge 
around listlessly, reading the 
weekend papers, playing shesh- 
besh and munching roasted 
sunflower seeds. 

And the army's Shabbat meals 
tend to make the experience quite 
unbearable. Inthe summer es- 
pecially, one is repelled by hot, 
steamy choleni totherwise known 
as hamin), the mixture of potatoes, 
beans, chickpeas and fat meat 
which has been simmering from 
Friday afternoon to Saturday. 

This should not be taken as an 
aspersion on cholent a8 ἃ dish. 
Prepared lovingly at home, 68- 
pecially in winter, it can satisfy 
the soul as well as the body, In our 
unit, however, even the most 
observant admitted that thelr 
wivos left off making it during the 
hot summer months. ἡ 

A revolt in our group against 
cholent resulted in lengthy con- 
sultations between cook, com- 
manding officer and various In- 
terested gourmands being called 
in as a special consultant. The 
basic problem was to feed 20 
hungry men something worthy of 
Shabbat, using army provisions. 
The meeting resulted in my being 
voluntecred to prepare potato 
salad. 


T LEFT instructions with the cook 
to boil 30 potatoes In their jackets 
on Friday. He was to rinse them 


with cold water and leave them In 
a covered container, but not In the 
refrigerator, as this would tend to 
discolour them, 

On Saturday, I peeled the 


potatoes and sliced them into 
pieces about a centimetre thick. 1 
mixed in some ten hard-boiled 
eggs cut into smaller pieces. To 
this I added a few thinly-sliced 
onlons and a tin of pickled 
cucumbers, coarsely chopped. 

For mayonnaise I separated six 
egg yolks from the whites and 
added a \ittle warm water. 
Beating the yolks constantly, I 
slowly added almost a whole bot- 
tle of oi], This was tempered with 
salt, pepper, prepared mustard 
and, in the absence of both lemon 
and vinegar, about half a cup of 
pickle juice. 

All the ingredients, vigorously 
mixed by an idle onlooker, were 
served alongside the army's 
smoked breast of turkey and a 
fresh vegetable salad, Chilled 
fresh grapes completed the light 
but festive meal.

“ARAPAT IS NEXT!" Is written, 
we are told, by a well-known 
biographer, using a pseudonyin, 
so we can infer that he knows 
what he ia writing about. If this in- 
ference is correct, the British 
Government and its secret service 
are even more stupid than they 
are generally assumed to be, 
which is saying a great deal, . 
The theme of the thriller is that 
an innocent bystander, an 
Englishman of good family, is kill- 
ed by a terrorist bomb planted by 
amember of the P.L.O. The vic- 
tim's brothers come to the 
perfectly correct and taudable 
conclusion that they should 
assassinate Yasser Arafat, both 
dg an act of reyonge and as a con- 
tribution to the public weal, thelr 
thinking being that killing off a 
few terrorist leaders will deter 
them from perpetrating thelr 
revolting crimes. But the British 
secret service and other idiots 
shaping policy, going right up to 
the man at Number Ten, think 
otherwise, on the moronic ground 
that Arafat is a moderate, and 
that his extermination will send 
the Middle East up In flames. 
This thinking soems particular- 
ly curlous because the action 
takes place in September, 1972, 
when the Middle Bast ja In fact 
already in flames, duc to Arafat's 
Pollcies. The book contains some 
éxcellent and vivid deacriptions of 
the fighting in Amman between 
Hussein's troops and the 
terroriata; it becomes harder than 
ever to comprehend why 
Hussein's friends in the British 
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Government should want Arafat’ 
preserved, but they succeed in 
their foul objective, and the 
amiable brothers are frustrated 
due to the interference of the 
busybodics, A pity. Apart from 
this Inheront weakness — which 
fits in with official British policy, 
so it is not the author's fault — and 
the fact that we know Arafat will 
survive, the book is exciting and 
the background authentic, 


DO NOT BE PUT OFF by the 
ovor-complicated jacket of 
“Bellman & True": this Is one of

THE HERO of "Your Money and 
Your Wife” has the odd and most 
inappropriate name of Philis, for 
there is certainly nothing 
effeminate about him. He 15 one of 
the hardest of hard men In fiction; 
compared to him, James Bond is & 
sissy. While it is rather hard to 
believe that the Russians could 
possibly buy the package that 
Phills sells them, once this In- 
credulity is overcome, we are 
completely embroiled in his 
successful efforts to make 
monkeys of the reds. One is evena 
little sorry for Petrov, knowing 
that he is scheduled for a long trip 
to Siberia. By the time that Phillis 
has finished applying his brains 
and brawn to the problem, the 
hammer and the sickle have been 
melted down into a keepaake for 
one of his Innumerable admirera. 
Strong meat, but good. 


A NEW Alistair MacLean is a 
matter for rejoicing among ad- 
dicts, but I am afraid that his 
“Circus” is a sad disappointment.

He believed that all 
that was essential to human life 
was potentially sacred.

And if 
these advances appeared to un- 
dermino religion, this was no 
reason to suspect their intrinsic 
value. What was wrong, Rabbi 
Kook argued, was not the 

ss of science but the fact 
that religious thinking had not 
kept abreast intellectually. His 
writings were distinguished not 
only by their tone of respect for 
his adversaries but by the 
assumption that the argument 
had to be intellectually per- 
suasive. 


IN MODERN TIMES, many Jews 
degan to exclude religion from 
Jewish nationality. And that was, 
according to Rabbi Kook, the 
paradoxical tragedy of our 
generation. It was tragic that 
Zoniam sprang up at a time of 
erlsis in all rellglons, including 
Judaism. And yet, Rabbi Kook 
was confident that Zionism's 
profound and ultimate meaning 
was the revival of a nationally 
creative life in Israc]. The return 
fo Eretz Yiaroe! will enable the 
Jewish people to enhance and 
develop a full and integrated 
religious life.

of other nations in that its source 
and motivations are not social, 
economic, geographical or 
historical — but divine. And 
equally, the Jews’ relationship to 
Eretz Yisrael should not be com- 
pared with the natural connection 
that every nation has with its 
country, a connection that is due 
to the fact that the nation has lived 
In the country for many years. 
The bond between Am Yisrvel 
(the people of Jarael) and Eretz 
Yisracl is not the result of 
historical causes. On the con- 
trary, it wag the divine plan that 
created this close bond between 
the people and the country. Eretz 
Yisrael ts, in Rabbi Kook's view, 
an intrinsle element of the 
religious character of Jewish 
nationality: Bretz Yisrael is not 
something apart from the soul of 
Am Yisraol. It isno mere national 
possession, serving as 8 means of 
unlfying our people and but- 
tressing its material or even its 
spiritual survival. Eretz Yisrael is 
part of the very essence of our 
nationhood.” 


RABBI KOOK was a rare 20th 
century phenomenon: a deeply 
religious mystic with a radically 
modern interest in human affairs. 
Professor Gershom Scholem has 
described his mystical writings as 
“a veritable fhealogia mystica of 
Judaism, equally distinguished by 
its originality and the richness of 
{ts author's mind."’ In all 
mnysticigm there is the idea of uni- 
ty, the mystical union with God. 
This unity implies that man ought 
to divest himscif of the restraints 
of physical life in order to unite his 
soul with the ineffable. But accor- 
ding to Rabbi Kook, the mystical 
urge for unity is meant to combine 
the communicable with the incf- 
fable and to infuse the physical 
life uf Man with religious purpose. 
There is no wish for aclf- 
abnegation in his mysticism. 

Rabbi Kook was grappling with 
the ixsues thal beset modern man 
and society. Ours is a wonderful 
generauon,” he wrote, “ft is an 
astonishing gencration. It is hard 
to find Its equal in our history. It 
conslats of opposites; darkness 
and light extal in confusion. It is 
towly and fallen, and It is also high 
und lofty. It fs altogether gullly, 
and It Is also entirely righteous. 
We must underatand the nature of 
this generation so that we shall be 
able to help It."* 

He was acnsitive to the contem- 
porary spiritual acenc with its 
puzzling paradoxes, the confused 
age In which the purest idealism 
jostics with the most crass 
hedonism. ‘In Jewlsh life, in par- 
ticular, it is the age of corroding 
assimilation and exhilarating 
national revival, the decline of 
retiglon and the ely amazing 
strength of religion. 

easing to Rabbi Kook, the 
root of modern Man's spiritual 
predicament is that he has made 
tremendous progress in 
everything but religion. The 
religious sickness of our genera- 
tion does not spring from per- 
nicioug emotions and the 
wickedness of heretics but ia caus- 
ed by perplexing intellectual 
challenges. The questions and 
doubts about religion can 
therefore not be atilled with hor- 
tatory asseverations. Religion has 
to be presented ina cogent and In- 
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behaviour, on doing and on 
refraining from doing. This kind 
of religiosity he castigated (in 
Yiddish) as prosie frumkeit, 
“coarse piety!" 

The greatest defect in religious 
piety occurs, according to Rabbi 
Kook, when instead of inducing 
fear of sin it arouses fear of think- 
ing. “When Man begins to fear to 
think, he becomes deeply immers- 
ed In the morass of ignorance, 
which removes the light of his 
soul, causes his power to fall, and 
dims his spirit." 


MAN'S PHYSICAL concerns and 
his spiritual aspirations are {n- 
Separable. ‘The sacred (kodesh} 
and the profane (hol) together in- 
fluence the human spirit and Man 
is enriched by absorbing from 
each whatever [8s asuitable.'" 
Indeed, the sacred can exist only 
80 long as it rests upon "8 founda- 
tion of the profane,"’ since 
spiritual sanctity must rest upon 
the solid base of normal life. No 
Person can be holy if he is un- 
aware of the functions of the 
physical world and takes no close 
interest In them. “The stronger 
the secular, the more significant 
the sacred," wrote Rabbi Kook. 


THE VIEW that holiness is a state 
of pure spirituality was criticized 
by Rabbi Kook for its one- 
sidedness and lack of balance. 
Such holiness became prevalent 
among the Jewish people in the 
course of its long dispersion, when 
{t was cut off from normal ex- 
igtence in its natlonal homeland. 
In Rabbi Kook's idiom this is ‘the 
Holiness of Exile'' in con- 
tradistinction to ‘‘the holiness of 
the παπᾶ," which is the 
earthbound, normal type of 
holiness. The conditions of Exile 
have caused an imbalance in the 
spiritual life of Jewry, because— 
lacking normalcy — the Jews 
necessarily idealized a type of 
holiness meant to combat and sub- 
due all natural {mpulses. But the 
renewal of Jewish life in Hretz 
Yisrael, he believed, will pave the 
way for the normalization of 
holiness, promoting spirituality 
upon the solid material. foun- 
dations of a physically healthy 
hfe. 


FORTY YEARS after his death, 
Rabbi Kook wields far more in- 
fluence than in his lifetime. His 
writings appear to us today to 
have a vibrant and unsettling 
freshness. Our society is no less 
secular than it was half a century 
ago, but it is no longer confident 
that it has all the answers to 
Man's predicament. That is 
probably why more thinking per- 
sons are willing to study and 
ponder the philosophy of a man 
who was intensely religious. Rab- 
bi Kook's writings are capable of 
penetrating even hard-bolled 
cyniclam, for they possess an in- 
candescence that exhilarates 
even hostile critics. - : 

Rabb! Kook, who baffled his 
contemporaries, has now become 
a stimulating paradox, chalieng- 
ing the sophisticated and the 
perplexed seeker. Wven if not all 
his answers are accepted, there 
remains the impact of the intellec-

“Time” pioneered a format and a 
number of innovative journalistle 
techniques; the creative cover 
portrait was one of them.

MUMMENSCHANTZ, the Swiss 
mimes now appearing here as 

eats of the Israel Festival, put 
mashow the like of which I have 
never seen before. The two men 
and one woman, whose voices arc 
never heard, whose faces arc scen 
only at the end when they take off 
thelr masks to bow to the 
audience, whose bodies, even, 
don't come into view until the sc- 
cond part of the show, are un- 
belevably imaginative, inventive 
artists. Their chief stage prop is 
foam rubber --- large amounts of 
the aoft, pliable stuff animated by 
the human bodies it envelops. 
Huge, strange beasts crawl over 
the stage, perform their 
acrobatics and disappear in the 
darkness to be followed by even 
more outlandish creatures. 

The show opens with a large, 
shapeless bundle — like a sack 
atuffed with old clothes — clums!- 
ly rolling about trying to mount a 
platform. The awkward 
movements of the bundle are 
amusing and yet pathetic, as it 
feeters on the cdge of the plat- 
form, falls down, begins anew Its 
aisyphean lahour. The applause 
which greeted the bundle’s final 
success expressed the public's 
rellef at the end of the struggle. 

While the first part of the show 
ls given over to strange shapes 
and animals, the second is clearly 
human, Two men in black, with 
large contraptiona resembling 
chesshoards {n place of faces, 
engage in a competition con- 
aiating of removing and replacing 

from the facial squares, 
handling them as if they wore 
thess pieces, dice, checker 


counters. The maddeningly com- 
plex game ends with one of the 
air winning all, the other in a 
helpless rage, tearing the remain- 
ing cube to pieces and eating It. 

Tn another number, the men 
appear with sets of notebooks in- 
alead of faces, carrying on a con- 
versation by scribbling notes on 
the pages, tearing them off to 
reveal pre-scribbled messages in 
the form of hicroghyphics — eyes 
expressing astonishment, or 
anger, or lack of interest. 

And then there is the love affair 
earricd on in the language of tollet 
paper. This time, the two lovers 
carry on their heads rolls of that 
indispensable commodity. They 
court, quarre], make up, eventual- 
ly break up — all by means of 
tearing off, ripping to pieces, 
twisting, trailing, tying and un- 
tying streams or toilet paper. 


THE MOST admirable aspect of 
this wholly admirable show is the 


extraordinary imagination that ~ 


gocs into it. Much of it resembles, ; 
and is probably influenced by, the 
works of surrealist painters, es- 
pecially Salvador Dali, Max Ernst 
and Paul Kies.

I WISH 1 could be as enthusiastic 
about another group appearing In 
the Festival, the Paper Bag 
Players, an American children's 
theatre. The players have got hold 
of a marvellous idea: using all 
kinds of paper for everything they 
do — plain wrapping papers, car- 
tona which used to hold washing 
machines and television sets, just 
plain sheets of paper — but the 
trouble is that they are short on 
imagination. In fact, they can 
barely think their way out of ἃ 
paper bag. Thus they fall Into 
repetitiousness. 

‘There ig also’ too much noise on ' 
the stage, and too much un- og 
necessary fuss. Irving Burton, 

Douglas Norwick, Adrienne 
Doucette and Judith Martin run 
around a great deal and speak in 3 
shouts, with Donald Ashwander at 
the electric harpsichord, mugging 
and gesticulating. 

There are a few good laughs, 
and some pleasant scenes. I liked 
the dance In which the dancers 
wore on their feet cartons on 
which the shoes were painted; and 
the bicycle race in which the four 
carried bicycles drawn on sheets 
of white paper and ran in an imita- 
tion of pedalling. There was a nice
